Cardinar Patrick J. Hayes, 
Archbishop of New York, died to- 
day ot the age of 71. 

The Archbish was a mative of 
New York, whefe he was born on 
November 20, 1867,_ 

After graduating from Manhattan 

College, and having attended St, 
Joseph's Seminary at Troy, N.Y., and 
the Catholic University of America 
at Washington, he was ordained a 
priest on September 8, 1892, forty-six 
years ago next Thursday. 
_ In_1903 came his next big step up- 
ward When he was appolnted Chan- 
cellor of the Archdiocese. In 1007 
he was elevated to the cpiscopate by 
Pope Plus X. ‘He next was made 
Irremovable Rector of St. Stephen's 
Church, and St was here that he 
made himself really beloved of the 
peopic of New York. ‘ 

Then came the biggest honour of 
oll—he was made Archbishop of New 
York. As such he had the spiritual 
welfare of about 1,400,000 - Catholics 
under his” charge.

be treated with acids and 
alkalies to purify it and separate 


it into light. petrols, paraflins, 
heavy oils, and greases. 


How Long? : 


Q.—How long will the known 
oil supplios of the world last? . 


A.—An estimate is difficult. 
Oil will certainly give out before 
coal, The coal in Europe is 
expected to last about 400 years. 


But there are vast quantities 
of coal in South Africa and 
China. These are so far scar- 
cely tapped and might keep the 
world going for another 1,000 
or 2,000 ‘years. 


Q.—How long could we supply 
our oil needs from coal?. . 


A.—The hydrogenation pro- 
cess could supply—a—ton- of- oil 
from every seven tons of coal. 
Borings in Britain have shown 
that it is improbable that we 
have any natural oil in paying 
quantities, so oil from coal would 
be our only solution of the 
problem if other supplics failed. 


When that time comes it will 
probably be necessary to abolish 
the domestic fire, of which the 
Englishman is so fond, because 
that is the most wasteful way 
of consuming coal. 


Q—What can the world look 
forward to when oil and coal 
supplics are exhausted? 


A.—wNothing is more certain 
than that both oil and coal will 
be exhausted in a -time which 
can be considered short from the 
astronomer’s point of view. 


But three possibilities 
main: ; 


re- 


(1) To use the energy of 
the tides, which ‘is now wasted: 


(2) To employ the heat of 
the sun for motive power; and 


(3) To use atomic energy. 

Before coal is exhausted we 
may have discovered how to re- 
lease and control the vast energy 
contained in the atom. This is 
so great that the atomic energy 
in a small lump of coal could 


‘drive the Queen Mary across the

INEFFICIENT ? 


The government of 2 country 
under the democratic system is 
so. complicated an 
affair, so exacting of tha 
energy, patience and, intellectual 
capacity of the ministers, that 
the time is approaching when 
reform will not only be advisable 
but_a vital necessity. Anyone 
who has any knowledge what- 
ever of the duties of a Cabinet 
member will have wondered how 
he finds the time to attend to 
them all with the painstaking 
care obviously required. The 
answer is, apparently, that he 
does not. By’ that it is not 
meant, to contend that the ad- 
ministration .-is necessarily 
faulty; but it is true that 
decisions, even those affecting 
high policy, are sometimes 
hurricd “~and ‘infrequently 
haphazard. It is particularly 
illuminating to find Major- 
General A. C. Temperley, who 
was the British War Office 
representative at Genova for 
many years and who took a 
prominent part in the Dis- 
armament Conference in all its 
phases, admitting that very 
often the delegates had no 
instructions in the matter of 
detailed policy and that the 
Ministers who ought to have 
known something of what was 
transpiring at those doomed 
conversations in fact knew very 
little of the subject or of the 
progress of the talks. He does 
not find fault with them for 
that reason, but rather com- 
miserates with them. The 
Minister going to a Cabinet 
session .must frequently feel 
hopelessly uninformed upon the 
mass of material which is 
scheduled for discussion. He 
has.in front of him on the day 
of the meeting a pile of papers, 
probably iwo inches thick, some 
of which only reached him the 
previous afternoon. The agenda 
important questions 
from all parts of the world and 
governed by 
party politics. | Few Ministers 
‘will have had. time to do 
more . than” glance at a 
small proportion of these 
papers, exeept where‘ their 
own departments are affected. 


They are supplied with a highly, 


summarised : “brief” containing 
the essence of the arguments 
and a suggested policy.

Q—What happens then? 

A.—Experimental bore-holes 
are made—as is happening in, 
several places in Britain—at a 
cost of many thousands of 
pounds.

by a steel tube which js built up 
section by section as the bit eats 
its way through the rock. 

When the bit needs changing 
the whole of the tube— 
thousands of feet of it—has to 
be withdrawn and lowered again.

Q.—How fast can the boring 
be done? :

A.—It varics a lot. Some 
districts are richer in light oils 
of the petrol type, others pro- 
vide more of the heavy paraffin 
type suitable for Diesel engines 
and lubricating oils and greases. 


Great Cost 


Q.—Ii ‘suppose many experi- 
mental borer have been made at 
great cost without any result? 

A.—Oh, yes, thousands of 
pounds have been spent in this 
and other. countries on bores 
which produced. nothing, or a 
mere trickle of oil mixed with 
salt water. : 

The death of an oi) well is 
shown when salt water rises 
through the pipe, for almost all 
natural oil is floating on salt 
water in'the depths of the earth. 
When brine comes out, it is 
good-bye to oil. . ; . 

Q.—Hven in Britain. there 
have been expensive failures? | 

A.— Yes, but expérts hive not 
given up hope. Well . over 
£1,000,000 tins been spent on 
trial bores here.. Thousands of 
feet have been bored at a cost of 
£6 a foot and then sbandoned 
as useless. ie 

Last year the Anglo-Iranian 
Company abandoned a 7,000ft. 
bore at Portsdown, overlooking 
Portsmouth, after spending 
£60,000. .

tish conductor, is a pulnter of 

no mean talent, and his Hertford- 

shire home {ts hung with his Innd- 
scapes,

“you ure not supposed to be good at 
nore than one’ thing, If you conduct

With his customary shrewdness, 
Sir Henry put his finger at once on 
a characteristic of the Briton, who 
has an Instinctive distrust of people 
who can do several things equally 
well. 

He likes the cobbler to stick to his 
last. If the cobbler chvoses to paint 
pictures in his spare time, well and 
yood-—so long as they are bad pic~ 
tures. If, on the other hand, the 
cobbler’s artistle efforts show merit, 
then It is taken for granted that he 
ciunnot be a very good cabbler. 

The proverb about the cobbler 
und hls Jast, and the cognate saying 
which implies that a Jack of several 
trades cannot be a master of any of 
them, are totally wrong and illogical, 
but then the Briton never pretended 
tou have any capacity for logic. He 
only knows that he Ikes his pollti- 
cans to be politicians, and his 
novelists to be novelists, and not to 
have any nonsense about mixing the 
two jobs, . 

Benjamin Disraeli,’ one of the 
stutest men who ever lived, realised 
this., When he was fairly launched 
as a serious statesman, he left off 
writing novels. They were very 
good novels; but he knew the English 
temperament, and he. knew that as 
long as he continued {o write them, 
he would not be. taken at his full 
value ag 4 political leader.
